ficers who took it.

McClellan stated April 18 
that he was going to ask the De- 
partment of Justice to explain 
why all parties to the trans- 
action were not indicted. 

It is known that the practice 
of the Justice Department, con- 
fronted with a case in which 
there is a thin line between 
extortion and bribery, to grant 
immunity to one of the parties 
in exchange for his testimony 
against the other. In this case, 
it is reported, the Government 
felt that it had a better case 
for extortion against the union 
agents than against Bettendorf 
for bribery.

WASHINGTON, April 29 
(UP)—Senator Joseph R. Mc- 
Carthy of Wisconsin is in seri- 
ous condition at Bethesda Naval 
Hospital with acute hepatitis, a 
liver ailment, the hospital said 
today. 

McCarthy admitted to 
the hospital yesterday. A 
spokesman there said “his con- 
dition is considered serious.” 

Hepatitis is a mulfunction of 
the liver which results in di- 
gestive disturbances, acute ex- 
haustion and in many cases 
jaundice, which results in a 
yellow tinge to the skin. Its 
treatment usually consists of 
diet control with heavy doses 
of vitamins administered hy- 
podermically. The patent is 
placed on a low-fat, high carbo- 
hydrate diet.

WASHINGTON, April 29 (UP) 
Senator Harry F Byrd

‘Public Be Damned.’ 

Representative Gracie Pfost 
(Dem.). Idaho, branded the tax 
write-off as “a classic example 
of ‘the people be damned’ atti- 
tude.’ She said it amounts to 
a “love affair’ between the Ad- 
ministration and Idaho Power 

“The big power monopolies,” 
she said, “have this Administra- 
tion twisted around their little 
finger.” 

“Another give-away.” Said 
Representative Al Ullman 
(Dem.), Oregon. A “disgrace,” 
said House Democratic Leader 
John W. McCormack of Massa- 
chusetts. 

Senator Mike Mansfield, Mon-

Idaho Power plans to build 
three dams in Hell's Canyon on 
dhe Snake river.

The Office of Defense 
Mobilization announced iast 
week that it was granting the 
company permission, for tax 
purposes, to write off a certain 
percentage of construction costs 
over a five-year period.

‘So-called fast tax write-offs 
enable a company to deduct 
construction costs for taxable 
income in five years instead of 
having to spread out such de- 
ductions over many ~“more 
vears, as is usual. This reduces 
its taxes for the five years, but 
not necessarily for years after 
that.) 


Lama Confident ‘He Can Bring

KATMANDU, Nepal, April 29 
(UP)—A Tibetan lama known as 
Punya Bajra Lama said today 
he could bring an “abominable 
snowman” back alive. 

The lama, head priest of the 
Bodhnath Tibetan monastery, 
said he knew the home of the 
man-like animal known as the 
“Yeti.” 

The lama said a full-grown 
Yeti is usually eight to 10 feet 


tall with the power of 10 es 
men. He said it would be im- 
possible to capture an adult 
Yeti but said he believed he 
could bring back a young one. 

Texan Tom Slick, who left 
Nepal receptly after a search 
for the Yeti, talked with the 
lama before he left. 

The legendary and elusive 
abominable snowman is general- 
ly reported to inhabit the upper 
reaches of the Himalayas.

Funds Meant to Assist 
in Economic Devel- 
opment and Political 


Stability — Hussein 
Meets With Saud. 


AMMAN, April 29 (UP)—The 
United States Government to- 
day offered Jordan. $10,000,000 
in economic aid, the United 
States embassy announced. 

An embassy statement said 
the funds were offered “to as- 
sist economis devejopment and 
maintenance of political sta- 
bility” in Jordan. 

The offer was transmitted 
through United States Ambas- 
sador Lester Mallory who saw 
King Hussein this morning. 

At the same time, Jordan's 
Foreign Minister Samir Rifai 
told a news conference that 
Jordan will not invite United 
States roving Ambassador 
James Richard to visit this 
country 

“It is not the intention of 
this government to extend an 
invitation to Mr. Richards to 
visit Jordan,” Rifai said. 

Touring Middle East. 

Richards has been touring 
the Middle East to explain the 
tisenhower Doctrine to gov- 
ernment leaders in the area. 
He is now in Greece. 

The question of whether he 
would visit Jordan was one of 
the issues between King Hus- 
sein and the former leftwing 
government of ousted Premier 
Suleiman Nabulsi which set off 
the latest crisis in Jordan's 
affairs. 

King Hussein flew to Saudi 
Arabia to confer with King 
Saud on the situation over the 
weekend. Rifai’s announcement 
was made at a news conference 
shortly after he and Hussein 
returned from Riyadh, King 
Saud’s administrative capital. 

Both United States Ambassa- 
dor Mallory and British Am- 
bassador Charles Johnston 
called on Hussein and Rifai 
within hours of their return. 

The King also saw the Jor- 
danian Ambassador to Bagh- 
dad, who handed him a per- 
sonal message from Iraq's King 
Faisal, a cousin of Hussein. 

Rifai told his news confer- 
ence there had been no change 
in Jordan's opposition to the 
Baghdad Pact, and that both 
Israel and Communism were 
“equally dangerous” for Jordan. 

Asked about Jordan's rela- 
tions with Egypt and Syria, 
Rifai said there would continue 
to be “relations of brotherhood, 
deep friendship and continued 
striving for Arab unity and 
friendship.” 

No Talks on Arab Aid. 

Rifai said there had been no 
discussion of increased Saudi 
Arabian aid to Jordan during 
the talks in Riyadah. Saudi 
Arabia reportedly has promised 
to provide the major part of the 
$30,000,000 offered Jordan by 
Egypt, Saudi Arabia and Syria 
to replace a British subsjdy 
which was ended at Jordan's re- 
quest recently.

King Hussein, in his surprise 
visit to King Saud, apparently 
wanted to find out what was 
said in his neighbor's confer- 
ence Saturday with leaders of 
Egypt and Syria, and to patch 
up any crack the Syrian and 
Egyptian visitors might have 
opened between him and Saud: 

Before taking off for Riyadh, 
capital of Saudi Arabia, yester- 
day, Hussein rejected a _ pro- 
posal by the recently ousted 
leftist government for diplo- 
matic relations with the Soviet 
Union The young ruler has 
placed the blame for his coun- 
try’s current troubles on inter- 
national Communism, aided by 
Egyptian propaganda, and se- 
curity forces have been busy 
rounding up Communist ele- 
ments. 

Curfew Off for 8 Hours. 

Almost a holiday mood pre- 
vailed in Amman as the curfew 
was lifted for eight hours, the 
longest out-of-doors period 
since the restriction and mar- 
tial law were ordered last 
Thursday. The government an- 
nounced the curfew would be 
raised entirely if calm con- 
tinued. 

Streets were jammed with 
traffic and stores packed with 
shoppers laying in supplies for 
the annual feast at the end of 
the month marking the end of 
the Moslem holy month of 
Ramadan, The crowds showed 
no signs of tensien. Strong 
troop patrols were almost the 
only evidence of the _ bitter 
struggle between the King and 
the leftists, Communists and 
extreme Arab nationalists. 

Immediately on his return 
from Riyadh, the King went into 
conference at his palace with 
leading government officials.

RETTY special, isn't he, 
Pinse wonderful baby of 

yours? Of course he is (or 
ahe, as the case may be); he 
brought a whole new world of 
happiness into your home. But 
he also brought a whole new 
field of knowledge for you to 
absorb if you are to be sure 
that he is being fed all of the 
foods that he needs for growth 
and development, and that he 
is being fed them in the right 
way. And do remember the 
importance of that last state- 
ment because baby’s comfort 
at feeding time, a happy re- 
laxed atmosphere and food 
served attractively cannot be 
ever-emphasized in starting him 
eff on the road to good eating 
habits. 

. One of the most fascinating 
things about these, wee folk is 
the story of change, day to day 
development from infant to 
teddler. In the world of food, 
he progresses from liquid liv- 
fng to mastering the ability to 
ewallow smooth foods, and 
eventually meats and _ vege- 
tables. It is a story of constant 
progress, and one that requires 
understanding and _. patience 
from mother. Some babies 
learn faster than others: he will 
do his best if you let him pro- 
gress at the speed which is 
natural for him. The trick is 
to help him without forcing 
him, so that he thinks of meal- 
time as a pleasant part of his 
day, not a time when he is 
urged to tackle tasks beyond 
his ability. Don’t try to force 
baby to follow a certain pat- 
tern of progress established by 
a friend’s child or outlined in 
a book; his doctor who regu- 
larly checks his development 


and weight is the one who 
knows when he is ready for 
new foods. 


Take It Easy. 

Two old cliches are particu- 
larly applicable in this instance, 
let Mother “take it easy” and 
let baby “do what comes nat- 
urally. A baby’s first smile, 
first tooth, first step, first word 
are memories to be treasured 
through the years. Equally im- 
portant are the first day he 
drinks from a cup, or eats from 
his own spoon, or consumes a 
baked potato, These memories 
should not be marred _ by 
thoughts of tantrums or family 
scenes. 

Now let’s trace baby’s ac- 
quaintance with the world of 
food, an area of experience that 
will be important to him 
throughout his entire life. A 
liquid diet will carry the new- 
born baby through his first 
weeks; then come starting 
cereals developed to meet an 
infant’s tastes and needs and 
ene of the mild-flavored 
strained fruits. During his very 
early life baby thrives on foods 
that are bland, smooth, readily 
digested, proving that his sys- 
tem is geared to uniformity. 
Strained foods are another step 
fn uniformity that carries 
through a wide variety of nu- 
tritious foods, food combina- 
tions, flavors and colors. 

At the time decided upon by 
the doctor, baby will be intro- 
duced to meats, soups, puddings, 
and later to “main dish” com- 
binations, miniature meals 
which unite two or more foods. 

Prepared baby foods have, of 
course, been a great boon to 
mothers—and particularly to 
the steadily increasing numbers 
of working mothers who need 
to use every possible labor-sav- 
ing and time-saving device to 
streamline their busy lives and 
leave as much time as possible 
for fun with baby. 

“Why does a baby need so 
many different foods?” is a 
question frequently asked by 
the young mother. 

There are several good rea- 
eons. For one, a baby needs to 
know and enjoy many foods and 
flavors, since this expérience 
will pave the way for easy ac- 
ceptance of a varied diet that 
will be important to his well- 
being throughout life. 

Just like his parents, baby 
quickly becomes a creature of 
habit, so it is wise for him to 
know and accept a diet of wide 
variety before he has had a 
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Add that extra touch 
baby’s meal by serving food 
at the temperature he pre- 


to 


fers. Babies go for mod- 
eration in temperature as 
in seasonings, Extremes of 
heat or cold can turn them 
against an otherwise ac- 
ceptable food. Formulas, 
vegetables, meats, egg yolks 
and soups usually are 
warmed to body tempera- 
ture. Precooked baby ce- 
reals are mixed with warm 
formula, milk or other lig- 
uid. Fruits and desserts 
are served at room temper- 
ature.

Two-to-Six- Year-Old 
Likes F ood That Is Fun 


One of the big reasons for 
a toddler between two and six 
years of age ignoring his food 
is often too much interest in 
what is going on around him. 
He’s busy discovering the world 
in which he lives. Unless his 
food provides a new and excit- 


ing experience, arouses his 
curiosity and plays on his im- 
agination, he’s apt to ignore it. 

But isn’t he hungry, you ask? 
He isn’t just as often as he is. 
As his growth rate slows down, 
he needs less food. Sometimes 
he seems to thrive more on 
excitement of discovery than he 
does on food. Of course, this is 
only half true. Even if the 
quantity of food he needs in 
relation to his body weight is 
less at this age, the quality of 
the food he should eat remains 
the same. He still needs a well- 
balance diet, rich in body-build- 
ing proteins, energy-giving car- 
bohydrates, essential vitamins 
and minerals. So it’s your job 
to serve him these important 
nutrients in appetizing form. 

Neither a lot of time nor 
talent is needed for the prepa- 
ration of food that will play on 
a child’s love for “Make Be- 
lieve.” Did you ever look at 
your child's attempts with 
crayons or finger paints? 
Remember how he drew a dog, 
a house, a moon. Mere sugges- 
tion is all you need. When you 
cut out a circle of bread, spread 
it with junior meats, add raisins 
or bit of cheese for eyes, nose 
and mouth and call it a “man”, 
that’s all you need. 

Even in the game of. “Let's 
Pretend,” a few cardinal rules 
of food preparation for children 
should be observed: 

1. Keep it simple. While 
youngsters do enjoy combination 
foods like the junior dinners 
they don’t usually wanta compli- 
cated dinner plate. Balance the 
contents. Try to include a high 
protein food like meat, fish or 
eggs. Add a vegetable and fruit, 
some bread and butter. Include 
milk, of course. Use separate 
dishes rather than allow foods 
to run together.

toddlers help themselves, as 
soon as they are able, to more 
food from easily accessible serv- 
ing dishes.

Nothing discourages a_ child 
from eating more than food that 
is difficult to pick up with fing- 
ers or a spoon or food that is 
hard to chew. 

Instead of serving hard-to- 
manage table meats, give a 
youngster meat that has been 
ground or finely chopped. Better 
still, keep on hand some jars of 
junior meats. Spread this light- 
ly seasoned, easy-to-digest meat 
on toast or crackers. Use it for 
sandwich miniatures. Mix it 
with mashed potatoes and with 
vegetables. 

Food can be done up in fancy 
dress and still be easy to eat. 
Bread cut into animal shapes 
with cookie cutters and spread 
with junior meats would be 
small enough to be picked up by 
tiny hands. 

Whipped baked potato com- 
bined with junior meat, strain- 
ed egg yolk or one of the new 
junior dinners, then piled into 
the patato shell, can be scooped 
up with a spoon or even eaten 
in hand. A lettuce leaf or melba 
toast sail turns the potato into a 
“ship” but still allows for easy 
eating. 

3. The toddler's and pre- 
schooler's food should be color- 
ful. Bright colored fruits and 
vegetables usually disappear 
more quickly than others. If a 
dish is drab, perhaps a bright 
garnish — a parsley “tree,” a 
heart or star or diamond cut 
from green pepper, a few cir- 
cles of carrot, a sprinkling of 


paprika — might attract the 
young diner. 


4. Servings should be child- 
size. For your potato boat, use 
a small baking potato. Serve 
miniature rather than regular 
sized sandwiches, Tom Thumb 
meat balls and meat loaves. (Mix 
vegetables with the meat. 
They'll be eaten without ques- 
tion. 


Sizing dishes as well as food 
to fit the young diner is a good 
idea. Give him a small plate, a 
small glass or cup all his own. 
Doll dishes, with a pitcher for 
for pouring his own milk, some- 
times work miracles. By all 
means, give him a spoon and 
fork sized for his small mouth. 

Even a four or five year old 
sometimes has difficulty sitting 
up to the family table. A junior 
chair allows him to sit in the 
proper position and enjoy the 
food put before him. 


Answers to Consumers’ 


Queries on Dried Fruits 


By L. B. WILLIAMS 
Director, Dried Fruits Research 
Institute. 


Q. Is it necessary to soak 
dried fruits before cooking? 

A. Modern dried fruits are 
soft, and are packaged to re- 
tain moisture, making soaking 
unnecessary. However, soaking 
alone, without any cooking, may 
be used as an alternative to 
cooking if desired. To prepare 
fruit in this way, rinse, and 
cover generously with boiling 
water. Cool, cover, and let 
stand 48 hours or longer in re- 
frigerator. Fruit becomes soft 
and very plump, just as when 
cooked. 


Q. Should dried fruits be cov- 
ered while cooking? 

A. The cut fruits (apricots, 
peaches, pears and apples) 
should be cooked without a lid 
for best flavor. Cooking with a 
cover is optional for prunes, 
figs and raisins. All dried fruits 
should be cooked at a slow boil 
rather than boiling rapidly. 
They need be cooked only until 
fork-tender—about 20 to 40 
minutes depending on the con- 
dition of the fruit. 


Q. Raisins in a package which 
was opened some time ago have 
become very hard. What can I 
do to soften them? 

A, Dried fruits lose the molis- 
ture very rapidly in a warm 
kitchen, once the package is 
opened, unless the inner wrap- 
per is closed tightly. To restore 
the raisins to original softness, 
cover with boiling water and let 
stand five to 10 minutes. Drain 
well, then allow to dry on paper 
towels. 


Q. How can raisins be kept 
from falling in a cake? 

A. In heavy batters such as 
for fruit cakes, there is no prob- 
lem. In thin or very rich bat- 
ters, it is safest to chop raisins. 


Q. Why does a recipe for 
cooking dried apricots state 
that sugar should be added the 
last five minutes of cooking? 

A. Water is not absorbed into 
dried fruits readily in the pres- 
ence of large amounts of sugar, 
so the fruit should be cooked 


first in water until it is plump 
and soft, then sugar added if 
desired. Most dried fruits need 
very little, if any, added sugar. 


Q. How long should prunes 
be cooked? 

A. This will depend on per- 
sonal taste, and on the amount 
of moisture in the fruit before 
cooking, varying from 10 to 30 
minutes. Twenty minutes is 
about right for average fruit 
and average tastes. 


Q. Why do dried fruits seem 
sweeter than fresh? 

A. It takes two and half 
to 10 pounds of fresh fruit to 
make one pound dried fruit, 
depending on the variety. All 
the natural sugar is retained 
in the dried fruit, hence it be- 
comes more concentrated. There 
is no more sugar than there 
was in the fresh fruit, but it is 
less diluted with water. 


Q. Should prunes be pitted 
before or after cooking, if they 
are to be stuffed for a salad? 

A. Prunes pit much more 
easily after cooking, and tix 
pits slip out most easily after 
the fruit has stood several 
hours or a day after cooking. 
For such yse, when possible 
cook prunes a day ahead. They 
will also be more plump when 
allowed to stand in the cooking 
liquid after cooking. 


Q. Why were dried apricots 
and prunes very chewy in the 
bottom of an upside down cake, 
even though they were cooked 
first? 

A. Dried fruits never rehy- 
drate completely, and even 
after cooking do not contain as 
much water as fresh or canned 
fruits. For this reason, in mak- 
ing upside down cakes, a little 
of the cooking liquid should 

be adtied to the brown sugar- 
butter mixture. About one- 
fourth cup is enough for a 
nine-inch square cake. 

Q. What is the easiest way to 
chop prunes for a prune cake? 

A. Kitchen shears snip the 
fruit in small or large pieces, 


as desired, very quickly and 
easily. 


Tips on Buying, Storing Baby Foods 


UST as with all other foods, 
J inere are certain points to 
be kept in mind when mar- 
keting for prepared baby foods 
and storing them at home. 


If baby goes with you on your 
shopping expeditions, take 
along a familiar toy to reas- 
sure him in strange surround- 
ings.

In storing baby foods at 
home, select a cool, dry place 
away from heat and steam 
pipes. Don't use a cupboard 
or shelf directly over the range, 
since heat rises. 

When using only a portion of 
the food in jar or can, take out 
baby's serving, then immedilate- 
ly cover and refrigerate. How

No Stranger Pair 


The Senate Foreign Relations Committee be- 
gins hearings Tuesday on a contrasting pair of 
ambassadorial nominations. The result should 
be some fireworks, and considerable light on 
the workings of the State Department. , 

Scott McLeod, former departmental security 
officer and associate of the McCarthyites, has 
been named ambassador to Ireland. Charles 
E. Bohlen, career officer and ambassador to 
Soviet Russia, was nominated for the embassy 
in the Philippines. 

A stranger pair of nominations has seldom 
reached the Senate at the same time. Mr. 
McLeod waged a behind-the-seenes fight on Mr. 
Bohlen’s appointment to Russia. And each man 
has his champions and opponents in the Senate. 
For example, Senator Bridges, for whom Me- 
Leod once worked as an assistant, says he will 
vote against the Bohlen appointment. And 
Senators Humphrey, Neuberger and Clark, 
among others, are opposed to the McLeod 
nomination.

One question which will arise inevitably is 
how Secretary of State Dulles could recommend 
the McLeod nomination to President ‘Eisen- 
hower. For Scott McLeod was a continual em- 
barrassment to Secretary Dulles for three years. 
Mr. Dulles has an explanation handy. He told 
reporters recently that Mr. McLeod “has grown 
in stature and understanding.” 

The growth of Scott McLeod really belongs 
to history. For history will show that he was 
given his security job when Mr. Dulles was 
trying to get the McCarthy-Bridges crowd off 
his neck by appeasing it. And the first thing Mc- 
Leod did was to refuse to give security clear- 
ance to Mr. Bohlen, though Mr. Dulles wanted 
Bohlen for envoy to Russia and finally cleared 
Bohlen himself. 

Though there was no serious question of Mr. 
Bohlen’s integrity or ability, the thing that re- 
portedly angered Secretary Dulles most was 
that material from the McLeod files was leaked 
to the McCarthyite opposition. Secretary Dul- 
les, an admiring biographer says, came close to 
firing McLeod. Instead, it should be added, 
McLeod was virtually promoted, 

. * - 

After that came other events which also 
caused embarrassment to Secretary Dulles. Mr, 
McLeod opposed further Dulles appointments, 
was involved in the slowdowns of the refugee 
program fthough, to his credit, he eventually rec- 
ommended a few reforms in this) and played the 
numbers game with security risks. It sometimes 
appeared that he, with his senatorial backing, 
was stronger than the head of his department. 

But as time went on and the power of Sena- 
tor McCarthy declined, McLeod's wings were 
clipped and his expanding personnel empire 
in the State Department was bounded sharply. 
All was quiet recently on the McLeod front, un- 
til the appointment to Ireland. 

It appears from the record that Mr. McLeod's 
growth in stature and understanding, as Mr. 
Dulles describes it, is in direct ratio to his loss 
of power and influence and the decline of Mce- 
Carthyism. If so, Scott McLeod would still 
have to grow a great deal to qualify for an im- 
portant ambassadorial appointment. 
oe 


Better Deal Is Right 


The essence of a “better deal” for rail com- 
muters may turn out to be public subsidy. Such 
is the view of George Alpert, president of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford, expressed 
in today’s Mirror of Public Opinion. 

Mr. Alpert may be right. But modern opey 
ating practices also ought to be part of that 
“better deal.” For example, the St. Louis area’s 
lone commuter train, the Missouri Pacific 
“Kirkwood Eagle,” still operates under the as- 
sumption that the automobile hasn’t been in- 
vented. That is the reason for the inordinate 
number of time-consuming stops it makes; pas- 
sengers are expected to walk (or ride bicycles) 
to rail-side. 

A mid-twentieth century operation would in- 
volve a park-ride plan. Passengers would leave 
that new-fangled contraption, the automobile, at 
a gigantic parking lot in St. Louis county. May- 
be the county would buy the lot. And then the 
commuter would proceed at 30 miles an hour to 
a station over the tunnel at Eighth and Olive, 
subsidized perhaps by St. Louis. 

If the 11-mile trip from Kirkwood could be 
made in 20 minutes or so, maybe the “Eagle” 
would attract passengers instead of repelling 
them. 
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New York Is Not Washington 

New York has the largest number of votes {n 
the Electoral College. But sometimes New York- 
ers seem to believe they have all of them—that 
they are the nation, not just part of the nation. 

Thus Gov. Harriman has invited Archbishop 
Makarios of Cyprus to New York, pleasing the 
Greeks by this invitation, but angering the 
Turks and annoying the British. And a little 
earlier Mayor Wagner snubbed King Saud, and 
announced that there would be no New York 
welcome for Tito of Yugoslavia if he came to 
the United States. 

Neither Tito nor King Saud could have been 
pleased; yet it is important to American @i- 
plomacy to have the good will of both men. The 
Governor and the Mayor of New York went out 
of the way to please blocs of New York voters, 
a matter of trifling consequence compared with 
unsolved international problems. Perhaps they 
had better play politics with New Yorkers and 
leave statesmanship to the State Department. 
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PR Task Force for GE 

One of the things that bemuses us about the 
business mind, in some of its manifestations, is 
the way it can turn to putty in the hands of a 
public relations man. Some corporate executives 
can be perfect terrors for tough-mindedness 
when matters of production, finance and freight 
schedules are at stake, but introduce them to the 
mysteries of communication, ideas, politics and 


public opinion, and they seem to lose all claim 


to common sense, 

We are thinking particularly of those General 
Electric executives, whoever they may be, who 
authorized the document called “Preliminary 
Report of Task Force to Study Organizing Gov- 
ernment Relations Work.” 

This Task Force set out to explore the gloomy 
“fact” that business had lost, and labor won, 
the 1956 election. How can business win, and 
labor lose, future elections? That was the Task 
Force problem. And the solution is that busi- 
ness might subsidize a “brain trust” of writers, 
including novelists and playwrights, ‘to engag 
in a “communications operation.” ' 

The operation would, we are told, combine in 
one seamless web the “developing and then 
packaging of sound positions in highly complex 
economic, social and political areas.” The “pack- 
agers” would work side by. side with “lawyers, 
economists and other developers and guardians 
‘of policies and positions,” to produce “a final 
product so blended as to be sound from both a 


substantive and marketing standpoint.” Their 


7 
goal would be to dispel the idea “that the wel- 
fare of society demands government controls on 
the anti-social tendencies of the business com- 
munity.” Voters must “come to believe that the 
welfare of a good business {s virtually synony- 
mous with their own.” 

There fs mach, much more in the Task Force 
report. But wouldn't you think this was enough 
to make any General Electric stockholder rise 
at the annual meeting and demand to know 
which of the Corporation's executives laid out 
the stockholders’ money for such unadulterated 
guff? 


Poland Still Waits 


A Polish delegation has been in Washington 
since February, trying to negotiate a loan which 
would help anti-Stalinist Premier Gomulka to 
relieve the economic hardships which are being 
exploited by his pro-Moscow opponents. The 
delegation came at the invitation of President 
Eisenhower. So far it has achieved nothing, 
but there is hope that an agreement may be 
signed by mid-May. 

By way of contrast, the Ford Foundation al- 
ready has announted a gift of $500,000 to Po- 
land. This is intended to help Polish teachers 
and students to “establish or renew contacts 
with the West by the usual exchange of visits 
and by making Western publications available 
to Poles.” The foundation admits that the gift 
is a “calculated rigk.” So it is. Poland's future 


cannot be read, but aid from the United States 


surély will do more than a denial of such aid to 
strengthen the Westward trend of Polish opin- 
ion, policy and action. 

After the Poznan outbreak and Gomulka’s rise 
to power, the Polish Stalinists were quiet 
enough. But as they got the impression that the 
West was preoccupied or inclined to leave the 
Gomulka Poles to their own devices, these op- 
ponents of the liberalization of the regime grew 
more active. Their strategy apparently is one 
of creating all the troubles they can for Gomulka. 

The worst of these has been their fanning of 
anti-Semitism, always easier when excessive 
hardship is the lot of the people. The Roman 
Catholic hierarchy, still a strong influence in 
Poland, is energetically combatting this stimu- 
lation of prejudice. A little better diet surely 
would back up such pleas from civil and re- 
ligious authorities. 

It now seems that the Poles may get a 
$30,000,000 loan from the President's special 
contingency fund, this.money to be used in buy- 
ing American farming and mining machinery. 
A further loan of $75,000,000 for the purchase 
of American farm surplus also is contemplated, 
but this depends on new farm surplus legisia- 
tion still pending in Congress. Further, the 
Poles must agree to stock-pile any American 
wheat they may get lest it reduce their Cana- 
dian grain purchases. 

Even if this deal goes through—and the Poles 
are eager to accept it—the Government will be 
lending Poland a relatively small sum. Surely 
the chance of helping Poland to escape a return 
to Communist servitude is good enough, no mat- 
ter what some Old Guardsmen may say, to de- 
serve at least this much American backing. 
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Decent Quarters for 1312 Families 

Sunday's dedication ¢eremonies at the Darst 
and Vaughn public housing projects provided a 
happy reminder of the su ntial progress St. 
Louis has made in the great effort to clear 
slums and provide decent housing at reasonable 
tent. 

Just how substantial the progress has been 
in this field can be measured in a single fact. 
Some 25,000 St. Louisans are now housed in 
low-rent -projects like the Darst and Vaughn. 
That is nearly 3 per cent of the city's total 
population. 

All told, 6200 low-rent dwelling units have 
been built in St. Louis, most of them since 1949. 
About 1300 additional unitg are to be erected 
under current commitments, including 600 more 
at both the Darst and Vaughn projects. 


Some of those later units are to be especially 
designed for persons 65 years of age and older. 
Decent housing for the elderly of modest income 
is a field long neglected and one which will 
become increasingly important as the number 
of people of pension age rises. 

Slum clearance and low cost housing lie at 
the heart of the effort to renew vitality in the 
city. If slums can be cleanly removed and fine 
new housing substituted, as in these and other 
similar projects, efforts to combat the spread 
of blight, to rehabilitate older neighborhoods, 
take on real meaning. 

Without such an incentive as that provided 
by public housing the slum cancer almost cer- 
tainly would race through the whole community. 
Consequently the substantial federal experdi- 
tures in this program directly benefit everyone 
in the city, not merely the tenants of the bright 
new buildings. As such it is a program the 
community cannot do without. 
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A Plane for St. Louis 


It is good to hear that St. Louis has been 
promised a replica of the small, single-engine 
monoplane in which Charles A. Lindbergh flew 
the Atlantic 30 years ago next month. The 
original “Spirit of St. Louis,” too fragile to be 
moved, ts in the Smithsonian Insfftution at 
Washington, and most natives of the city for 
which the famous plane is named have never 
seen it. The replica will help ease this unavoid- 
able loss. And for that thanks are due the 
Chamber of Commerce which worked two years 
to obtain the replica from Warner Brothers Pic- 
tures Inc. which had used it in a film about the 
St. Louis hero. 
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A Puzzle for New England’s G.O.P. 
Those New England Republicans at the “Look 
to '58” conference in Providence, R.I., should 
be pardoned if they seem a bit puzzled over the 
advice they received from President Fisenhower. 
Urging election of a G.O.P, Congress next 
year, the President, went on to congratulate them 
because more Republican votes were cast in the 
New England states in 1956 than in 1952. 

In 1956 these states gave the President 2,- 
858,355 votes against 1,748,945 for Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson for a winning margin of 1,109,410. 
Four years earlier they had given Gen. Eisen- 
hower 2,622,631 votes against 2,037,291 for Gov. 
Stevenson for the less comfortable margin of 
585,340. Thus in four years Eisenhower strength 
went up by 524,060—and any precinct worker 
would be happy to see such a trend become 
permanent. 

But some bugs got at this flourishing party 
growth. While the G.O.P,. vete for Président in 
these New England states was increasing in four 
years by half a million, the G.O.P. vote for 
Representative increased by a meré 33,000 votes 
and actually produced for the party one less 
Congressman than in: 1952. The Democrats 
elected 10 Congressmen last year, the Republi- 
cans 18; in 1952 the scdre was 9 to 19. 

If that trend becomes permanent, there will 
be no chance of achieving the President's goal of 
a Republican Congress,

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A Better Deal for Commuters

Railroad president says rapid transit is best answer to urban 
transport problem; it can and has reduced number of autos go- 
ing downtown; commends idea to St. Louis and other cities; 
since railways are losing money, transit needs public aid. 


George Alpert, President of the New Haven Railroad, 
in Harper’s Magazine 


A complex of financial and other 
problems has prevented rail commuter 
services, for all their inherent advan- 
tages, from growing enough to play 
their part in metropolitan transport. I 
believe, however, that the difficulties 
can be cut through and that we can 
make it possible for many more people 
to come to town by train. 


I would like to make two simple pro- 
posals to that end. The first is that 
rail commuter lines be given, where 
necessary, a public subsidy in return 
for guaranteed, low-cost, frequent serv- 
ice. Already most other forms of 
transportation in the nation require and 
get a subsidy. Since the public is de- 
manding better commuter services, it 
would make sense to, provide the neces- 
sary subsidies here as well. 


The second proposal is that new 
trackage needed to complete and ex- 
tend present commuter networks 
should be built by a public authority 
and leased to the railroads—again on a 
firm guarantee of frequent, low-cost 
service. We have toll highways. Why 
not toll railroad tracks? 

Lest I be accused of proposing an 
unlimited giveaway to the railroads, I 
hasten to add that I am confident the 
over-all cost of these measures can be 
kept within bounds—and will, indeed, 
prove much cheaper than providing 
highways of equivalent carrying ca- 
pacity. Parkways cost several million 
dollars a mile — in heavily built-up 
areas, land acquisition, and bridging 
run the cost over $10,000,000 a mile— 
and their carrying capacity is limited. 


Why Millions Drive to Work 


The streetcar and its variants, such 
as the interurban car, are all but dead 
—killed as such by failure to modern- 
ize in time as by their inherent limita- 
tions. Busses, which have largely taken 
the streetcar’s place, are uncomfort- 
able and do not by any means go every- 
where. Bus schedules, moreover, .are 
often irregular, and the street corner 
is hardly an all-weather waiting room. 

So millions drive to work. It is 
doubtful that any significant propor- 
tion of car riders can be induced to 
switch to busses. In fact, bus patron- 
age is steadily declining. 

I believe, however—and there is 
solid evidence for my view—that many 
car riders would go by train, if train 
services were frequent, cheap, and 
available. For where service is good, 
the majority of commuters do go by 
rail; and metropolitan-area rail services 
are holding their own oP better. 


This is true of Chicago, where daily 
passenger traffic is again increasing, 
after a postwar decline, on main lines 
and the Chicago rapid-transit system. 


Success of Rapid Transit 


It is also true in Boston, where the 
number of passengers carried daily has 
increased consistently, at least on the 
commuter lines of my own railroad, the 
New Haven. - And it is true for those 
parts of the New York area with direct 
rail service to Manhattan. 


Cleveland has a new rapid-transit 
line parallel to the lake front, and 
Toronto a new subway, a single double- 
track line, beneath its main street. In 
both cities, the rail transit facilities 
have. already led to a substantial re- 
duction in the number of cars entering 
the downtown area. In Toronto, the 
reduction is reported as more than 10 
per cent—enough to make the differ- 
ence between jammed and open streets. 


The effectiveness of rail transporta- 
tion in minimizing traffic congestion 
argues persuasively for expansion of 
rail service in metropolitan areas. Un- 
fortunately, these lines carrying hun- 
dreds of thousands of passengers. daily 
—and keeping hundreds of thousands 
of private cars out of downtown streets 
—are in danger of going under. For 
many commuter lines are losing mon- 
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ey, often a great deal of it. The rail- 
roads concerned cannot continue to 
absorb these losses indefinitely. 


The basic difficulty is the short 
work week and the decline in non-rush- 
hour travel. Thirty years ago, the com- 
muter rode the railroad six days a week 
and there was a sizable volume of off- 
peak travel, too—wives coming into the 
city to shop, couples spending an eve- 
ning in town, and so forth. Today, com- 
muters ride only five days a week; 
their families shop in suburban shop- 
ping centers or by car; and many of 
them stay home evenings to watch TV 
(a circumstance that has brought woe 
to industries besides the railroads). 


I see only one solution for this prob- 
lem—short of complete abandonment 
of commuter service or a révolutionary 
change in work patterns: public sup- 
port of commuter services. 


‘The Cost of Good Service’ 


Such support might take any of sev- 
eral forms — including, conceivably, 
public ownership and operation of the 
commuter lines. The latter would be 
awkward as well as expensive, though: 
for while many commuter services run 
on branch lines, many operate over 
main-line tracks, heavily used _ for 
freight and long-distance passenger 
service. 

The best arrangement, in my opinion, 
is to pay railroads the différence be- 
tween the revenue and the cost of 
good service at reasonable fares on 
vital commuter lines. I think there 
should be explicit agreements between 
the railroads and appropriate public 
agericies, spelling out the bargain, 
commuter line by commuter line: (1) 
services to’ be provided (including 
enough off-peak service to make it 
easy to use the train; (2) fares to be 
charged; (3) the method of computing 
costs (what part of general railroad 
costs each service {s to bear, etc.): and 
(4) provision for needed improvements. 


Spokesman for several railroads have 
on occasion suggested relief from lo- 
cal taxes (in states where railroads are 
subject to local taxes) as a means of 
offsetting commuting deficits. I think 
tax relief and its effect on both com- 
munity budgets and commuter-train 
losses should be explored. But I think 
a direct payment of the railroads, in 
return for specified services, is likely 
to prove better. 


St. Louis and Its Rail Lines 


At the same time, the need is urgent 
for additional rail commuting facil- 
ities in every large city. The need is 
so great, in fact, that several cities 
(San Francisco and Chicago, to name 
two) are giving serious consideration 
‘to the construction of regional rapid- 
transit networks. 


There are cities, of course, like Los 
Angeles, where traffic and transporta- 
tion problems seem hopeless. On the 
other hand, the large cities of the 
Midwest—like St. Louis, Kansas City, 
Minneapolis—have rail lines radiating 
out in every direction. With new sig- 
nals and other modest alterations, 
many of these lines could be utilized 
for traffic-relieving commutation serv- 
ice. The needed improvements could 
be financed either through the com- 
muter-service subsidy or public-owner- 
ship, lease-to-the-railroads arrangement. 


I cannot say just how much a rail- 
facility program of this kind would 
cost, since the price would also depend 
on how widely it was employed. Again, 
however, the cost would certainly be 
far less than the outlay required f6r 
vehicular-traffie facilities of equivalent 
carrying capacity.

Between Book Ends 


The Greatest of These 


THE DURABLE FIRE, by Howard Swig- 
gett. (Houghton Mifflin, 366 pgs., $4.) 


Big business on the top management 
level and, mirabile dictu, a happy and 
successful marriage are the combined 
themes of this expertly crafted story. It 
is superbly told as fast-moving nar- 
rative, demanding the reader's atten- 
tention fromh page to page, from chap- 
ter one to the very end. Let others be 
“arty” or indulge in somber studies of 
sex or po fpr al Mr. Swiggett says 
as his plot swings along, “I'll just keep 
the reader so absorbed he'll have to 
read until he finishes the last sen- 
tence.” And that he does. 

Not that there is anything novel in 
this novel—except perhaps for an wun- 
derlying assurance that “the durable 
fire’ of a marriage in which love en- 
dures has the greatest motivating pow- 
er in human life. This indeed may be 
unique in a fictional universe seeming- 
ly created on the assumption that extra- 
marital and explor- 
atory experience is 
the necessary 
norm. 

It also contains 
the iconoclastic 
theme that virtue 
is not its own re 
ward, but the sur- 
est road to mate- 
rial reward in a 
business — universe 
inhabited by many 
creatures unable to 
maintain their 
values in the com- 
parative struggle 
for position. If this 
notion contains more than a faint echo 
of J. P. Marquand, the resemblance is 
there all right. But Swiggett, long a 
professional writer himself, develops 
his action with more pace and yields 
nothing to Marquand in style or qual- 
ity. In fact, as a sheer story-teller he’s 
tops. 

Those who respond gratefully for 
the sheen of a romantic love, under 
unusual conditions, will pleasure them- 
selves in reading the moving episode 
of Steve Lowry’s meeting with Ros- 
alee Lainvee, with whom he unites in 
a perfect case of spontaneous combus- 
tion which lasts for a lifetime. It’s a 
heart-warmer—which may make its way 
into a movie (as has Swiggett’s current 
and popular “The Power and the 
Prize”), 

Drama and suspense are intermin- 
gied when Steve becomes a vice pres- 
ident in a giant New York corporation, 
is involved in internecine civil war 
within the corporation, which climaxes 
in a question of simple ethics and hon- 
esty. Steve keeps his self-respect while 
his rivals for position are cracking on 
every side—and wins the support of 
the board of directors who are above 
the battle but not the profits! 

Thus simplified, the Swiggett 
achievement may not appear memor- 
able. Probably it won't go down in 
history — but it is a smashing good 
story, a trifle slick but told with a ter- 
rific tempo which keeps pulling the 
reader along until he has turned thé 
final page. And the plus values are a 
grand bonus: characters the reader can 
like and even admire, an ingrained 
holding to a philosophy of life and love 
which exalts, and handcrafted writing 
which comes from a complete command 
of all the tools.

Inventive Genius

FLORENCE, Italy. 
DEAR READER: 


and generous people. Of course, they are proud of 

their city, but they don’t boast about it the way we 
Californians and Texans and Floridians do. They just 
show it to you and 
let it speak for itself. 
And it is a magic 
city. If places have 
voices—and I believe 
they do— then Flor- 
ence speaks a very 
special, sweet and 
unusual lan guage. 
The buildings, even 
the paving stones, 
breathe the past and 
still the Florentine 
craftsmen design ar- 
ticles as new and 
fresh as any in the 
world. They may 
revere the glory of 
their fifteenth cen- 
tury, but their ener- 
gy and inventiveness 
did not. stop then. 
It continues in a 
thousand craftsmeh's 
shops. 

I know some of the craftsmen and I'm going to see 
lots more. There’s nothing I like more than to watch 
great workmen in leathers and wood and precious 
metals and ceramics. And this city pulses with crafts- 
manship. But let me tell you about graciousness. I 
have a tendency toward bug-house ideas. Not long 
ago I got one and wrote a little essay about it. It 
seemed to me that in all past ages since writing was 
invented, the tools of writing were beautiful — the 
stylus, the quill, the inkwells, and sanders. And then 
we invented the typewriter, the most efficient tool of 
all and about as pretty as a cement mixer. Of course, 
they have streamlined it, but I have never had a wind- 
resistance problem with my typewriter.

IT DIDN’T MATTER how ugly they were while they 
were exclusively in offices, but now they are used in 
all circles. The portable typewriter has become the 
graduation gift. It has taken the place of the gold 
watch as the bribe between father and son if the boy 
will refrain from smoking opium until he is 18. It is 
also rapidly becoming a social instrument. But do you 
see it left out on a fine desk? No—it is hidden away 
because it is ugly. ' 

Now Olivetti in Italy makes a very good portable 
typewriter. It occurred to me that here in Florence, 
where the greatest leather workers in the world prac- 
tice, a case could be designed so handsome that peo- 
ple would be pleased and proud to leave the type- 
writer exposed. Anyway, I wrote the little essay. A 
few days later there was delivered to me as a gift an 
Olivetti typewriter in a case of beautiful polished blond 
leather with a design in gold—one of the handsomest 
things I have ever seen. 

Since I started this letter, we have driven to the 
town of Vinci where Leonardo was born. It is in 
hilis to the west of Florence toward the sea—an 
ancient castle with a high tower and old houses clus- 
tered around it like chicks about a hen. Once the 
people retired into the castle during the constant raids 
and wars of the Middle Ages and watched their crops 
and houses burn from the battlements.

This loose use of the term “junk” does not take into 
account that it is concerned with some hobby or pursuit 
close to the heart of its owner.

HE REMINDED ME _ that 
these veterans were 100 per cent 
volunteers, both in the Army 
and Navy, and that their widows 
now are on an average of 78 
years old. More than 75 per 
cent of them are wholly depend- 
ent upon their meager pensions 
and are in dire need. 

It seems to me that there 
can't be many of these widows 
living. And though I realize 
what a heavy burden the cost 
of past wars puts on the United 
States taxpayer, I feel that this 
country would gladly accept the 
obligation of caring more ade- 
quately for this small group of 
war veterans’ widows.

WHEN HE HAD TIME to talk, he sat me beside his 
desk and the Hellinger commandments were easy to assimi- 
late, difficult to apply: (1) Never write about something you 
do not understand; (2) use only short words; (3) all sen- 
tences should be terse unless you have special reason for 
using a long one; (4) a writer is the eyes, ears and nose of 
the reader—the reader is his own brain; (5) before writing, 
always read a few hundred words of your favorite author; 
(6) when the first sheet of blank paper is rolled into the 
typewriter, pause to think of every aspect of the story be- 
fore writing the first word; (7) the more spectacular the 
facts, the more you should undersay them and underplay 
them; (8) no one is all white or all black—all men are in 
shades of gray and should be painted that way. 

x * 

THERE ARE more complex ways of saying it. But, in 
the succeeding 28 years, there is nothing that I have 
learned about writing which is not encompassed in Hellin- 
ger’s advice Another bit of advice came when Mark moved 
over to the Daily Mirror and took me with him. 

“Pappy,” he said softly, “I heard you talking to a copy 
boy yesterday and you were kind of rough. I want you to 
be nice to people. It’s not an easy ‘thing to learn, my boy.” 
I seethed, listening to this. “All babies are born grasping 
and selfish. Most little children are cruel. Adults wear 
a veneer of kindness, because kindness is a social grace.: 
Only a few of them feel it. That copy boy was slow in an- 
ewering your call. Maybe he has problems. Maybe he 
doesn’t feel well. Perhaps he just doesn’t like you. What- 
ever it is, you had a golden opportunity to disarm him. All 
you had to do was to be nice to him. Instead, you hollered 
et him. You did it in front of the city room and you have 
made yourself an enemy. No matter how rich you become, 
you can’t afford to have that kid hating you.” 

That was a long time ago. Now at age 49, I find it 
easier and easier to follow the things Mark Hellinger taught.

A Brace | of “ Bugaboos. 


ODAY we consider a brace 
T ot the more perplexing 
bugaboos of our English 
language — phrases’. which, 


year in and year out, confuse 
more readers and writers than 
almost any others in the tongue. 
First, let's consider the problem 
posed by Tom Gallagher of the 
Pennsylvania State Highway 
Department, writing from Pitts- 
burgh. 

From a departmental bul- 
letin he quotes the following 
paragraph: From time to 
time the Board will call upon 
District Engineers to furnish 
Board advisers with details on 
long range planning from a 
local standpoint. District Engi- 
neers will be advised of co- 
ordination necessary betv een 
adjoining Districts as affects 
long range planning.” 

Fortunately Mr. Gallagher 
doesn't ask me to explain the 
meaning of such windily rhet- 
orical phrases as “co-ordination 
necessary’ and “long range 
planning from a local stand- 
point.” His query is admirably 
concise and direct. “In the last 
sentence,” he writes, “‘A’ here 
at the office says ‘affects.’ is cor- 
rect. ‘B’ says the word should 
be ‘effects.’ Which is the prop- 
er one?” 

“Affect” means to influence 
or, though this meaning is not 
involved in this case, to put on, 
as “she affects a _ ladylike 
manner.” “Effect,” when used 
as a verb, means to cause or 
to bring about. Now it’s quite 
obvious that “co-ordination” 
does not cause long range plan- 
ning, though it certainly will in- 
fluence it. So “A” is the winner 
of this argument and the sen- 
tence, with the addition of a 
sorely needed “it” reads: Dis- 
trict engineers will be advised 
of coordination necessary be- 
tween adjoining districts as it 
affects long range planning.” 

Our second problem is to 
clear up the confusion between 
“most” and “almost” about 
which Mrs. A. A. Babione of 
Luckey, Ohio, complains: “You 
often find ‘most’ used in place 
of ‘almost.’ ” 

It is true, of course, that one 
often hears such expressions 
as, “Most everyone at the party 
had a good time.” However 
common this expression may te 
in the spoken language, it is 
not tolerated in written English 

- except when a writer is re- 
creating a conversation § and 
wishes to retain the flavor of 


popular speech. So the _ best 
rule when writing is to use 
“almost” — never the clipped 


or abbreviated form ‘most.’
